Car Emergency 

In the use of radio for emer¬ 
ge n c y service purposes, the 
Automobile Club of Southern 
California became the first 
Southland motor club to make 
use of wireless communication 
in sending aid to motorists vic¬ 
timized by mechanical failure. 

Although radio operations are 
presently confined to Los An¬ 
geles County, a club spokes¬ 
man explained that the trans¬ 
mitter, located on Mt. Wilson, 
covers an area from Newport 
Beach to San Fernando Valley. 

Radio enables the club to 
give even faster service and 
will be particularly valuable in 
times c4 disaster, the spokes¬ 
man said. 

Traffic tie-ups due to stalled 
autos also are being alleviated 
by the speeded-up emergency 
service resulting from use of 
radio. 

“The need for faster emer¬ 
gency service is constantly in¬ 
creasing,” he said. “Last year 
in the Southland there were at 
least two million calls for 
emergency service, and indica¬ 
tions are that this number will 
total even greater in 1955.”

Hoo-ray for the Finn Twins 
for refusing to accept a parole 
which, in effect, would brand 
them as criminals. A court de¬ 
cision has agreed that they 
were being denied their legiti¬ 
mate rights. They tried hard, 
by other means, to secure rec¬ 
ognition of those legitimate 
rights. When those other means 
failed, they performed a citi¬ 
zen’s arrest on the man who 
steadfastly refused to consider 
them, to bring the matter into 
court. That stratagem caused 
him half an hour or so of per¬ 
sonal embarrassment but did 
neither his person nor his repu¬ 
tation any real harm. 

The only real harm his re¬ 
pute has suffered has come 
from his unrelenting attitude 
toward two war veterans who 
thought they were within their 
rights. The general public feels 
he sent them to jail for a tech¬ 
nicality rather than a crime, 
yet their sentence carries the 
stigma of crime. The punish¬ 
ment the Finns have received 
is out of proportion to the 
fleeting technical annoyance 
they created. Instead of the 
business careers the court de¬ 
cision establishing their right 
to the plane should have made 
possible, they have had to go 
to jail 1500 miles from home. 

To most of the people I talk 
with, the whole thing looks far 
more like spite than justice.
